1 should not bs oxpressing all L 
foe) if L did not take this ocejsion to say 
that the Superintendent without the co- 
operation ot his principal officers 3a 
powerless to do wach, Amongst these 
officers I rank in tho first place the officer 
fer the time being who holds tho post of 
Assistant Kugineer.” That offico is at pre- 
sent held by Mr Campbell, have already 
informed shat officer aficially and now 
repeat in public that I consider hia post 
the pivot upon which 
Brigado turns, and it hus nevor been held 
and never cin bo hold in future by a 
hatter man than Mr Campbell (applause) 
I havo always found in him untiring 
energy, Breat tact und intelligence, and a 
happy mannee of cummunicating the 
wishes of the Superinteudent to the 
men, which the Suparintandont himeelf 
has bot the oppoctunity of doing.

REAVY MORTALITY. 
Shanghai, July 9. 
_ According to a gentleman who ‘baa re- 
aently retorned from Formoas the Japanese 
ate mecting with an exemy ageinat whieh 
j they seem powerless to contend—disesso— 
and are dying off atan alarming rate. The 
considerable force which landed at Kelong 
end other places in the north, is making 
tha slowest progress towards the south, 
where the Black Flags are gathered in 
atrongth ; and if not decimated by slokness, 
or ropalaed by the Blsok Flags and savages, 
it will be years befora the Japanese will 
bo able to claim absolute control, On the 
day before the Japsucso navy appeared in 
fore off Palos Island—3rd of Jane—some 
thousand Japanere soldiere wero landed 
They wero 
opposed by about an equal force of Chinese 
under General Chang, and thongh the lat- 
tor admit a hoavy loss the Japanono appear 
to havo been worsted, Under General 
Chang the Chinese fought bravely and well, 
and had that officer not been seriously 
wounded in the thigli aud knee, the Japsn- 
eso would not so aasily have reached 
Kelang.
